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1. As requested, attached hereto is a complete set of papers 
from the AGARD-Seminar on German Guided Missiles which was held 
in Munich April 23 - 27 1956. Possibly the two items of major interest 
would be the list of the participants and the roster of membership of 
the WGL. As far as I could determine, only one of the people who 
appeared on the program. Dr. W. Trommsdorff, had been among the 
group of German scientists that had spent some years in Russia and 
had been repatriated.
